LOS ANGELES, Jan. 27.—For 
the first time in the long and dis- 
honorable history of the American 
legion leadership a member 
that organization dared to appear 
in debate on the same platform 
with a Communist there last night, 
and the disaster that overtook him 
definitely established the reason 
why such affairs have not been 
held before. i 

Capt. Jack O’Brien—bull-necked, 
red-faced lawyer, the American 
prototype of a Hitler storm-troop- 
er—dared to debate Harold Ashe, 
cfficial Communist Party speaker, 
on the question: “Resolved: That 
Communism is a menace to the 
American labor movement.” 

The complete failure of the 
Legionnaire’s “logic” was wit 
nessed by a capacity crowd of 
700 at Music Arts Auditorium, 
as Ashe ripped to shreds any 
pretense of argument that O’- 
Brien advanced. In fact, the 
Legionnaire obviously prepared 
his debate from the columns of 
the vicious Hearst press, which,
